LENGTH OF LIFE IN 


THE UNITED STATES 


Possibility That the Great Body of 


'Our People Will Live To Be 


- 
100 Years Old. 


Tho government bulletin showing 
that the length of life in the United 
States is materially increasing will 
be taken as a matter of course by all 
observing persons. It would be aston- 
ishing If It were otherwise. The great 
gain is in the lower death rate among 
infants, among children under flve. 
The death rate among this class Is 
very much lower than It was before, 
and by before I 
mean ;twenty-flve 


years ago. The Improvement within 
that period has 'been nothing short 
of marvelous. _ Children under the 
nge of flve years are peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to bad sanitary conditions, 
and It 'Is along the llnea of sanita- 
tion that we have made the great- 
est Improvement In the 'period 
I 
speak of.

Adults live longer than they used 


to because conditions' all around are 
constantly Improving. The surround- 
ings in every dwelling, place are bet- 
ter than they were, and, what Is more 
Important the opportunities for get- 
ting good food are .better. 
There Is 


more money'In circulation, people'are 
more prosperous, and they are put- 
ting Into their 
stomachs a higher 


grade of food than was the case twen- 
ty-five years ago. The question; of 
diet haa received very close atten- 
tion, and on all sides new and nour- 
ishing foods have been put on the 
market atra very low. price. 


The Increase of knowledge;, general 


knowledge, among the masses has 
to do directly with the greater long- 
evity. 
People In the ordnary walks 


of life who formerly knew nothing, 
and cared less about hygiene, 
are 


v.-ell informed now through the great 
spread of practical 
knowledge by 


means of newspapers and periodi- 
cals. 
The result Is that our people 


realize and .recognize- at once dan- 
:ers to health 
and well-being' that 


'ormerly had no existence for them; 
They see1 the pitfalls about as read- 
ly as the __most' expert, and avoid 
them. 
Twenty years ago one of the 


nost prolific sources of sickness was 
poliited water, the use of which was 
almost 'general. 
On the farms you

THE AUTUMN SKIES 


This Month Offers Some Fine Plane. 


tory Attractions—Celestial Phe- 


nomena Offered to Students. 


A particularly interesting exhlbl- 


bition of planets will be afforded dur- 
ing the next few weeks. At the pres- 
ent time Mercury. Venus, Mars. Ura- 
nus, Jupiter and Saturn extend in • a 
procession eastward from the setting 
sun in the order named, and He with- 
in an angle of about 90 degrees of 
the western horizon. Mercury Is still 
to close to the sun to be visible but 
during 
the 
days 
or* October 


will be fairly well situated for obser- 
vation. Venus Is already the bright- 
est of the lot. and will gain In bril- 
liancy' for the next three months. 
Mars is Scarcely dlscernablc by the 
naked eye. and Uranus needs,a glass 
to reveal It. 
Jupiter Is the most 


conspicuous object In the southern 
sWes, in the early'evening Just now. 
The distance between tho giant plan- 
et and his neighbor, Saturn, has per- 
ceptibly diminished In the past few 
weeks. 
In Novehmber. Jirplter. Sat- 


urn and Venus will be close togeth- 
er.The crescent moon, then but a 
day old, crept past Mercury Friday 
evening 
last. 
Tonight 
about ten 


o'clock It .will pass within a degree 
and 
a quarter 
of Venus. 
This 


should prove-a beautiful conjunction. 
But a more unusual event will be the 
occupation of Mars the following ev- 
ening 
Although the moon jvlll be 


but four days old. It will still bo wide 
enough to Tilde the ruddy planet com- 
pletely. The closest aproach to Jup- 
ller will be only four degrees, and 
•this will occur after the planet :ias 
«et'on Friday night. 
The moon and 
Saturn will be In conjunction Satur- 
Jay evening. 
For general star gazing the early 


part of the week should furnish the 
*bcst opportunity of the coming fort- 
night, because little Interference from 
moonlight need be anticipated. Splca. 
v.-hlch Tield a commanding position in 
the western skies. In July and early 
August, has now entirely disappeared. 
Arcturus, In tho northwest, and. An- 
tares in the southwest set a little lat< 
er.' 
Glimpses of them may be caught

Is believed to be the biggest Oi them 
all, and to be rushing through space 
at an Incalculable speed.

tween Arcturus and Vega one may 
readily pick out the ellptlcal ' series 
of stars forming the northern Crown. 
Still nearer to Vega, a little north of 
westward. Is the constellation of, Her- 
cules, which has no stars of. more 
than ttie third magnitude, but U fam- 
ous, for Including the most remarkab- 
le cluster In the northern heavens. 
H has ben estimated that this glob- 
ular clump contains nearly or . quite 
5,000 suns, each perhaps as largo as 
our own. 
On a photograph taken 
at the Yerkes Observatory last year 
It was possible to count upward 
of 


3,000. 
A powerful telescope Is need 


ed to resolve this cluster Into Its com 
jonent bodies, but even with a small 
glass it Is easily picked ;out. and Its 
difference from, nelgaborlng objects 
readily detected.

an Improved school ground Is' rarely 
found. 'In hilly, forest regions they 
are often denuded of soil and full of 
stones and stumps, and on the prairie 
many.' are well nigh as bare, bleak 
and Inhospitable as when they form- 
ed a part of the unsettled plain. The
